J. W. PERRY’S TRANSACTION. 

A Letter Fron Col. A. W. Hamil¬ 
ton, ol Montgomery Coun¬ 
ty, to H. I. Cox. 

Mt. Sterling, Ky., July 12, 1UU5. 
Henry M. Cox. West Liberty, Ky. 

My Dear Henry—My mother, 
the widow of tin- lute General John 
ri. Williams, hue handed me your 
letter of the 8rd inst., and has ask¬ 
ed me to give you the facts of J. 
W. Perry's treachery to General 
Williams in his memorable contest 
for the United States Senate. Per¬ 
ry's l»etrsyal of General Williams 
iu that contest was th» basest act 
of personal aud political ingrati¬ 
tude in the history cf Kentucky. 
Perry had lieen elected t*« the Leg¬ 
islature from Owen county upon 
his pledge to tin- people tlial he 
would vote for General Williams. 
During the entire contest h** was a 
member of Williams’ trusted com¬ 
mittee, and in possession of all the 
secret plaus of his campaign. At 
the last moment when Williams 
needed but one vote to nominate 
him Perry basely deserted him and 
went over to the euemy, carrying 
all ol Williams' confidential plaus 
with him, and defeated him by the 
bare majority of his out vote. 
What made Perry ’b treachery ull 
the baser was the fact that 1 had 
not only furnished him five hun¬ 
dred (9500) dollars with which to

As auxiliary 
to this distillery there have, as we 
are informed, sprung up within 
the last thirty days numerous 
blind tigers along the Kentucky 
river above Jackson that are sup¬ 
ported by this distillery. The ow n¬ 
ers of the distillery are among the 
strongest supporters of Judge Red- 
wine. They are among the most 
active uien iu his campaign and 
are believed to be the men that 
contributed most largely to Ins 
campaigu. The operators of the 
blind tigers that have recently 
sprung up are for Judge Red wine 
and his associate, Mr. Johnson. 
Taking these matters of facts into 
consideration, what would be tlie 
result of their supporting Judge 
Kedwine and Mr. Johnson should 
they be elected to these offices? 
Will they give to these candidates 
their support and their money un¬ 
lees they believed there will be 
some advantage given to them in 
the future course in this district?

house Ht midday. No investiga¬ 
tion was made. In May, 19(18, 
James B. Marcum was shot while 
standing in the do*,r of the court 
house in daylight, and when upon 
a popular uprising the people de¬ 
manded that au investigation be 
made Judge Kedwine directed that 
a grand jury l*e empanelled and 
that the killing of Mr. Marcum f>e 
invest mat' d. This was done. Why 
not have done this after Cox was 
killed and saved these other two 
good men, or why nut have done 
this after Cookrill was killed and 
saved th>- last named one? Judge 
Hargis and other friends of Judge 
Kedwine wore charged with these 
assassinations, but they were never 
punished. Are the people of 
Breathitt county to have a return 
nf these feud conditions? Are 
they again to be subjected to mur¬ 
der and arson and bloodshed und 
the county placed in a condition 
that law and order can not lie pre¬ 
served? We believe that with a 
proper county administration in 
Breathitt, and with a proper coun¬ 
ty administration iu Wolfe and 
the other counties of this district, 
that Judge Adams and Kelly Ka-li 
will honestly and properly and 
courageously and ably udmimster 
the atTairsof this Judicial District 
and we believe that the people 
have faith in them and will con¬ 
tinue them in nflico. 

There is no politics in this mat¬ 
ter. It is a plain, simple everyday 
question that comes *.o every hon¬ 
est man in this district as to wheth¬ 
er or not he will do the things that 
will conserve the iuteresi of our 
people, that will promote peace 
aud encourage our every interest 
in the development c-f a country 
that tins so long boon abused.

He Has Pissed the Point. 

There is a certain point in hu¬ 
man conduct beyoud which no 
man cau pass and yet have a well 
founded hope of regaining his lost 
position among his neighbors and 
associates. This does not apply 
to any line of conduct exclusively, 
but to all, equally. 

When a man has held a position 
of trust and proven untrue to it, 
or unfitted for it, he may not rea¬ 
sonably expect to have that trust 
again. He may feel sorrow for his 
acts and may promise to do better, 
if trusted again, but this will avail 
him nothing. 

We may not doubt that any who 
have failed would have been glad 
to regain their loss position, and 
that they would have promised 
anything to that end. It is prob¬ 
able that they entered life with 
high hope for the future and that 
their fall was due to weakness. 

In very rare instances failures 
have been given a new chance, but 
through some strange fatality they 
never make good. They are a prey 
to weakness. 

Some seventeen years ago the 
people of this judicial district saw 
fit to make a voung man their 
Circuit Judge. He had woo his 
nomination by some of the wire- 
working sometimes practiced in 
conventions. He had nothing to 
offer in the wav of excellence, hut 
he won in the election. 

After holding the office five years 
he had become so proficient iu po¬ 
litical manipulation that he was 
enabled to win the nomination of 
his party again, to defeat a worthy 
opponent in the general election 

In making himself secure polit¬ 
ically he had been forced to ally 
himself with men who afterwards 
dominated him to his detriment. 
And for this reason his adminis¬ 
tration was a failure. Iu his lat¬ 
ter days of power, lawlessness pre¬ 
vailed. 

His home county felt the worst 
effects of h.s misrule. Men were 
assassinated in his home town, and 
it was charged that those who were 
closest to him were concerned. Iu 
order to hold court he had to have 
the militia to guard him. 

And so he went DUt of office dis¬ 
credited. His official life had been 
a failure. He had been, to Bay the 
least, unequal to the strenous du¬ 
ties which he should have perform¬ 
ed. Where he should have left a 
bright record, he left a blot.

B. Redwine, former Circuit Judge 
of this district, atd i»ow an aspi¬ 
rant for his old position.

When this glad sight was noted every 
kavnk nlest camp was manned, and 
the Eskimos' skin canoe* went Ilk* 
bird* over the water. Some of the 
KsItitnoH rose to tile lie Held* mid de- 
llveri-d harpoon* from n secure foot¬ 
ing. Otliers bid b-hlnd floating frag- 
tiM-tits of heavy h e and made u sudden 
ru'h n* the animal* passed. 

Still others mine up In the rear, for 
the narwhal • an not easily sis* back¬ 
ward and does not often turn to watch 
Its enemies. Its s|n-od being so fast 
that It can easily keep ahead of other 
troublesome cn-atur«*s. 

Hunting the Narwhal. 

The harpoon Is always delivered at 
close range. When the dragging float 
marked the end of the line In tow of 
the frightened creature the line of 
>hlii canoe* followed. The narwhal Is 
I lit. Id by nature, rearing to rise for 
breath, he plunged along until nearly 
strungulaled. When It did conic tip 
there were several Eskimo* near with 
drawn lance*, which Indicted deep 
gashes. 

Again tha narwhal plunged deep 
down with Imt one breath and hurried 
along as best It could. Hut Its speed 
slackemsl. nnd a lino of crimson mark- ! 
cd Its hidden path. Loss of blissl nnd 
want of nlr did not give It a chance , 
to light. Again it came up with n , 
*|M>ut: again tin- lances were burled. 

The battle continued for several , 
hours, with many exciting adventures, 
but in the end the narwhal always sue- 
i-umbcd. offering a prize of several 
thousand pound* of meat and blubber. ! 
Victory, us a rule, was not gained until 
the hunter* were fur from home, also 
far from the shore line. Rut the Es¬ 
kimo Is a courageous hunter and an 
intelligent seaman.

moons, and the periods are named in 
accord with the movements of various 
creatures of the chase. 

Id early September at Annootok the 
son dips considerably under the north¬ 
ern horizon. There Ls no night. At 
sunset and nt sunrise storm clouds 
hide the bursts of color which are 'he 
glory of twilight, and the electric after¬ 
glow Is generally lost In the dull gray 
which lies peaks the torment of the 
storm* of the setting sun. 

The gloom of the coming winter 
night now thickens The splendor of 
tile summer day hns gone. A day of 
s|v months nnd n night of sis month* 
are often ascribed to the nolnr region* 
:ib a whole, but this is only true of a 
very small area about the pole. 

As we come south the suu slips un¬ 
der the horizon for nn ever Increasing 
part of each twenty-four hours. I’ru- 
•-edlng nml following the night as we 
come from the |>olo there Is a oerlod 
of day nnd nfirht which lengthens with 
the descent of latitude. 

It Is this period which enables ns to 
retain the names of the usual season** 
—summer for the double days, fall f<ff 
the period of the setting sun. Th(* 
season begins wheu the sun first dins

Scattered about It were twelve seal¬ 
skin tents, which served as a summer 
shelter for an equal nutnlier of vigor¬ 
ous families. In other places nearer 
the sea were seven stone igloos, fpon

Wilder U limited to the long night 
and spring applies to the days of tba 
rising suu. a K-riod corresponding to 
the autumn days of the setting suu. 

At Anuoolok the midnight sun 1* flrst 
seen over the sea horizon on April 23. 
It dips in the sea on Aug. 10. It thus 
encircles the horizon, giving summer 
and continuous day for Its days. It 
sets at midday on OcL 21 and is ab¬ 
sent a period of prolougcd night cor¬ 
responding to the day nnd rises ou 
Feb. 20. 

Harvesting Food and Fuel. 

Then follow the eye opening days of 
spring. In the fall, when the harmon¬ 
izing Influence of the sun Ik withdrawn, 
there begins n battle of the elements 
which continues Its smoky agitation 
until stilled by the hopeless frost of 
early night. 

At this time, though field wrork was 
painful, the needs of our vsuture forced 
us to persistent notion In the chase of 
walrus, seal, narwhal and white whale. 
We hurvesb-d food and fuel. 

Before winter Ice spread over the 
hunting grounds ptarmigan, hare and 
reindeer wore sought to supply the ta¬ 
ble during the long night with delica¬ 
cies. while bear and fox pleased the

baler It Is possi¬ 
ble, with packing bases of uniform 
size as building material, to erect effi¬ 
cient shelter wherein the calami Lies 
of arctic disaster can be avoided. 

Building Wintsr Quarters. 

This precaution against ultimate mis¬ 
hap now served a very useful purpose. 

Inclosing a space 13 by 10 feet, the 
cases were quickly piled in. The walls 
were held together by strips of wood 
or the Joints sealed with pasted paper 
with the addition of a few long boards. 

A really good roof was made by 
using tbo covers of the boxes as shin¬ 
gles. A blanket of turf over this con¬ 
fined the best and (>ermltted at the 
same time healthful circulation of air. 

We slept under our own roof at the 
end of the first day. and our new house 
had the very great advantage of con¬ 
taining within Its walls nil our posses¬ 
sions within easy reach nt all timea. 

-Vs the winter advanced with Its 
stormy ferocity and frightful darkness 
It was not necessary to venture out 
and dig up supplies from great depths 
of snowdrift Meat and blubber were 
stored In large quantities about tbe 
camp. 

Much Work In Sight. 

But our expedition was in need of 
skin* and furs. Furthermore, aa men 
engaged for the northern venture would 
be away during tbe sprlug months, tbe 
best hunting reason of tbe year. It was 
necessary to make provision for house 
Seeds later. There was therefore much 
Work before us. for we had not only to 
prepay our equipment, but to provide 
for tbe families of the workers. 

Id the polar cycle of the seasons 
there arc peculiar condit'o’is which ap¬ 
ply to clrrnrastancca and movements. 

Aa tbe word seasons I* ordinarily un¬ 
derstood there are but two. a winter 
•eaaou and a summer season—a winter 
season at nine months and a summer 
of three months. 

But for more convenient division of 
the yearly periods it Is best to retain 
the usual cycle of four season*. Eski¬ 
mo# call the winter ooklab. which also
